Chicago children have a special 
interest in the gathering 
of 
their 
trees this year, for the adventure of 
cutting the Christmas trees 
falls 
this year to a woman, Mrs. Barbara 
Schuenemann, who is completing in 
the wind-swept woods of northern 
Michigan the cutting of the 
cargo 
which is to brighten the homes here. 
A grim tragedy *of the “Christmas 
Ship” which was wont to bring the 
cargo of trees from 
Michigan 
to 
Chicago, is still remembered, for it 
was only two years ago that Captain 
Herman 
Schuenemann, 
with 
his 
crew of eleven men went down in the 
( hristmas 
Ship, 
the Rouse 
Sim­ 
mons, off Washington Island and no 
trace of either tlie boat or crew was 
ever found. 
So this year, the cap­ 
tain s widow led another gang ol 
woodsmen into the forests. 
A ssist­ 
ed by her three daughters she has 
been carrying on the business. 
She 
sailed with her crew of husky wood­ 
men in the 
two-masted 
schooner 
Lucky, and within a week the Lucky 
is due to return with 
her 
happy 
woman captain and her 
cargo 
of 
Christmas trees. 
While 
the 
little 
vessel is ploughing its way home, 
the three daughters, 
Elsie, 
Hazel 
and Pearl, are busily preparing for 
the distribution of the trees. 
The gathering of the five million 
Christmas trees this year is a d< 
eeration in the eyes of Uncle Sam’s 
forest experts. 
They believe 
that 
tlie effect is very bad on the future 
timber supply. 
It is pointed out that 
if the woodlands 
were 
under 
a 
pro}Hir forestry 
management, 
no 
harm would be done, for the yearly 
thinning from 
the 
forests 
would 
more than satisfy even 
a 
greater 
market demand for Christmas trees, 
Every kind of cone-bearing tree 
is used for Yuletide purposes, the 
particular variety depending 
upon 
the locality. 
Firs and spruces art 
the most popular, with the pines and 
cedars in second place. 
The 
fir, 
however, is the best of all Christmas 
trees and in the Northern and E a s t ­ 
ern states is used to the exclusion of 
almost everything else. 
In the m ar­ 
kets of New York and Philadelphia 
however, the black spruce is 
tlu 
favorite. 
In Maryland, Virginia untl 
the District of Columbia, the scrub 
Virginia pine is commonly used. In 
Southern 
Wyoming 
and 
Colorado 
the lodgepcle pine is almost the only 
conifer available. 
In California the 
incense cedar and even the redwood 
are frequently used. 


The Christmas trees vary in size 
from 5 to 35 feet 
in height. 
The 
smaller trees bring about 25 cents 
each in the cities; those from (i to 
10 feet high one dollar 
or 
more, 
while in New York, large, shapely 
trees sell frof $5. to $30, ami trees 
35 feet high often bring $55. each. 
It is a remarkable fact, 
however, 
that those who gather Hie trees re­ 
ceive very little for their effort. For 
trees »that bring $1.00 the farm ers get 
from 6 to 10 cent"*; and they' con­ 
sider themselves very lucky to get 
as high as 15 or 20 cents for the 
most perfect tree. 
A good deal of 
dissatisfucation has been voiced this 
year by the cutters, who arc de­ 
manding larger prices from the deal­ 


ers, and this may result in an in­

You 
know that to do this efficiently and 
effectively there must be a work test 
to prevent fraud; an mvestigafksn to 
determine the needs of applicants; a 
| storeroom for food and clothing, as 
i much work as can be provided and 
' funds tor maintaining the storeroom

heads saving ‘Hundreds

ployed Walking the Streets’ and con- 


j laming other vivid appeals must be 
avoided. You also can readily realize

“The Charity Organization Society

Thomas C. Day read a statement 


made by the emergency relief com- 
mittee of the Charity Organization 
Society, which has been formed to 
meet the employment situation during 
the winter of 1914-1915. This state- 
ment protested aganist undue public- 
ity being given the situation in Indi- 
anapolis in regard to lack of employ- 
ment. The statement, which was in 
the form of a letter to citizens of 
Indianapolis, said in part:

successful if you and your associat- 
es will do your part .

luining other vivid appeals must be 
avoided. You also can readily realize 
that if we advertise that we are go- 
ing to care for the unemployed we 
will have unemployed, of neighboring 
cities and towns flocking in upon us. 


"The Charity Organization Sojcicty 


has the machinery needed for caring 
for this situation.
